O R D E R  

On February 8, 1999, Crown Communication Inc. ("Crown") and Nextel West Corp. 

("Nextel") (collectively, the "Applicants") filed an application seeking a Certificate of Public 

facility. The proposed facility consists of a self-supporting antenna tower not to exceed 

325 feet in height, with attached antennas, to be located off US Highway 25, East 

Bernstadt, Laurel County, Kentucky. The coordinates for the proposed facility are North 

Latitude 37" 14' 13.91" by West Longitude 84" 13' 43.83". Nextel has indicated its intent 

to locate wireless facilities on the proposed structure and has demonstrated the need for 

a facility at this site. 

Crown has provided information regarding the structure of the tower, safety 

measures, and antenna design criteria for the proposed facility. Based upon the 

application, the design of the tower and foundation conforms to applicable nationally 



recognized building standards, and the plans have been certified by a Registered 

Professional Engineer. 

Pursuant to 807 KAR 5063, Section l(l)(n), the Applicants have notified the Judge 

Executive of Laurel County of the proposed construction. To date, no comments have 

been filed by the Judge Executive. The Applicants have filed applications with the Federal 

Aviation Administration and the Kentucky Airport Zoning Commission seeking approval for 

the construction and operation of the proposed facility. Both applications have been 

approved. 

The Applicants have filed notices verifying that each person who owns property 

within 500 feet of the proposed facility has been notified of the pending construction. The 

notice solicited any comments and informed the property owners of their right to request 

interventior;. In addition, notice of the proposed construction has been posted in a visible 

location for at least two weeks after filing the application. The Commission received 

comments from one property owner but no requests for intervention or a public hearing 

have been filed. 

Pursuant to KRS 278.280, the Commission is required to determine proper 

practices to be observed when it finds, upon complaint or on its own motion, that the 

facilities of any utility subject to its jurisdiction are unreasonable, unsafe, improper, or 

insufficient. To assist the Commission in its efforts to comply with this mandate, Crown 

should notify the Commission if it does not use this antenna tower to provide service in the 

manner set out in its application and this Order. Upon receipt of such notice, the 
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. Commission may, on its own motion, institute proceedings to consider the proper practices, 

including removal of the unused antenna tower, which should be observed by Crown. 

The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and being otherwise 

sufficiently advised, finds that Crown should be granted a Certificate of Public Convenience 

and Necessity to construct the proposed facility. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Crown is granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to 

construct a self-supporting antenna tower not to exceed 325 feet in height, with attached 

antennas, to be located off US Highway 25, East Bernstadt, Laurel County, Kentucky. The 

coordinates for the proposed facility are North Latitude 37" 14' 13.91" by West Longitude 

84" 13' 43.83". 

2. Crown shall immediately notify the Commission in writing, if, after the 

antenna tower is built and utility service is commenced, the tower is not used for a period 

of 3 months in the manner authorized by this Order.

The Commission is in receipt of your letter concerning the above application for 
approval to construct a cell facility. The Commission will carefully analyze this 
application before rendering its final decision. If you wish to intervene in this matter, you 
must notify the Commission in writing. 

It may be helpful for you to know that state authority, specifically that of the 
Public Service Commission, in this matter has been limited by federal law. For 
example, Section 704 of the Federal Telecommunications Act of 1996 prohibits this 
Commission from regulating the placement of wireless facilities on the basis of 
environmental effects of radio frequency emissions to the extent the facilities comply 
with Federal Communications Commission regulations. Section 704 also prohibits a 
state or local government from prohibiting telecommunications facilities construction if 
such denial will have the effect of prohibiting service. In addition, this Commission is 
required by statute to ensure that utility service, including telecommunications service, 
is adequate and reliable. The Commission does, however, consider appropriate 
placement of necessary facilities within applicable engineering boundaries. It also 
pursues a policy of collocation of facilities whenever possible.

2. CROWN COMMUNICATION INC. is a Delaware corporation that constructs, owns, 

maintains, and operates independent communications networks. CROWN owns and 

manages safe, clean, and well-maintained facilities. CROWN facilities do not generate 

smoke, odors, noise, noxious gases, vibrations, or increase traffic. Studies show that 

CROWN’S facilities will not pollute air, soil, or water, nor will they adversely affect radio or 

television reception or transmission. A certified copy of the Certificate of Authority under the 

name of CROWN COMMUNICATION INC., issued by the Secretary of State of the 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, and a certified copy of the Articles of Incorporation issued by 

the Secretary of State of Delaware are attached hereto as Exhibit A.

Alvar, Inc. and was designed from a survey performed by T. Alan Neal Company. This 

site development plan is drawn to a scale of no less than one (1) inch equals 200 feet, and 

identifies every owner of real estate within 500 feet of the proposed tower (according to 
I 

I the Property Valuation Administrator) and is incorporated in the survey on Page C-1 of 

I Exhibit C. Every structure and every easement within 500 feet of the proposed tower or 

within 200 feet of the access road including intersection with the public street system is I 

incorporated in the survey on Page C-2 of Exhibit C. 

19 CROWN, on behalf of itself and Nextel, has notified every person who owns 

property within 500 feet of the proposed tower by certified mail, return receipt requested, 

of the proposed construction, along with the possibility of a temporary site being built while 

awaiting final Commission approval. Each property owner has been given the docket 

number under which the proposed Application will be processed and has been informed of 

his or her right to request intervention. A list of the nearby property owners who received 

the notices, together with copies of the certified letters, are attached as Exhibits L and M, 

respectively.

20. CROWN, on behalf of itself and Nextel, has notified the Judge Executive of Laurel 

County by certified mail, return receipt requested, of the proposed construction. CROWN 

included in said notice the Public Service Commission docket number under which the 

application will be processed and informed said entity of its right to request intervention. A

copy of said notice is attached as Exhibit N. Laurel County has not registered for the 

right to regulate cell sites with the PSC, and has not adopted planning and zoning 

regulations in accordance with KRS Chapter 100. 

21. The proposed WCF will be located off of US Hwy. 25, East Bernstadt, Kentucky. 

Two appropriate notice signs measuring at least two (2) feet in height and four (4) feet in 

width with all required language in letters of required height have been posted in a visible 

location on the proposed site and on the nearest public road and shall remain posted for 

at least two (2) weeks after filing of the Application. Copies of the postings are attached 

as Exhibit 0. The location of the proposed facility has been published in a newspaper of 

general circulation in Laurel County, Kentucky. 

22. The area in which the WCF is to be constructed is not in any registered zoning 

classification. There are no residences within a 500-foot radius of the centerline of the 

proposed tower location. The land surrounding the WCF site is presently raw acreage. 

23. The process that was used in selecting the site for the proposed WCF by the 

Applicants’ radio frequency engineers was consistent with the process used for selecting 

generally all other existing and proposed WCF facilities within the proposed network 

design area. Before beginning the acquisition process, the Applicants carefully evaluated 

the location of the required WCF for possible collocation opportunities on existing 

structures. Radio frequency engineers used computer programs to evaluate the most 

effective coverage design for facilitating collocation potential on the proposed tower. 

CROWN and Nextel’s radio frequency engineers have combined their efforts in order to 

develop a highly efficient network that is designed to serve the Federal Communications 
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, Commission licensed territory without extending beyond its approved boundary. The 

engineers selected the optimum vicinity in terms of elevation and location to provide the 

best quality service to customers in the service area. A proposed coverage area was 

considered by the Applicants when searching for sites that would provide both (i) the 

coverage deemed necessary by Nextel, and (ii) the coverage deemed necessary by 

CROWN to permit the integration of the proposed WCF into CROWN’S overall network 

design. No suitable towers or existing structures were found in the immediate area that 

would meet the technical requirements for this element of the telecommunications 

network . 

A map of the area in which the tower is proposed to be located which is drawn to scale 

and clearly depicts the necessary search area within which a site should, pursuant to radio 

frequency requirements, be located is attached as Exhibit P.

In accordance with the Crown Communications and Alvar, Inc. Scope of Services dated January 
15, 1998, an American Society of Testing and Materials (ASTM) Transaction Screen (Standard 
E 1528-96) of the above referenced property (hereafter referred to as the “Site”) was conducted 
by ATC Associates Inc. (ATC). The investigation included completion of a transaction screen 
questionnaire, a visual and physical inspection of the Site to the extent allowable by site 
conditions, a review of published governmental records related to potential on-site and off-site 
chemical and petroleum contamination, and a limited review of site history. 

The purpose of the investigation was to determine whether evidence of Recognized 
Environmental Conditions exist on the Site or on adjacent properties which warrant further 
evaluation. Recognized Environmental Conditions are defined by ASTM as “the presence or 
likely presence of any hazardous substances or petroleum products on a property under 
conditions that indicate an existing release, a past release, or a material threat of a release of any 
hazardous substances or petroleum products into structures on the property or into the ground, 
groundwater, or surface water of the property.” 

Site Description 

A site visit was conducted by Mr. John Watrous, ATC Staff Scientist, on November 2 1, 1998. The 
site consisted of a vacant parcel of land which is part of the surrounding farm. The site appeared to 
be located on a hilltop with steeply sloping sides. Surface water appears to flow southkouthwest 
toward US Highway 25. 

According to the Soil Survey of Laurel and Rockcastle Counties, Kentucky the soils on the site 
appear to be composed of Shelocta Silt Loam. These are deep, well drained soils that are formed 
mainly in loamy colluvium.

Visual evidence of Aboveground Storage Tanks (ASTs), Underground Storage Tanks (USTs), or 
other environmental concerns were not present at the time of the site visit. However, two 55-gallon 
drums were noted at the site. The drums reportedly contained fuel oil in the 1960s and have not 
been used since that time. ATC recommends the drums be removed and properly disposed. 

Transaction Screen Questionnaire 

The ASTM Transaction Screen, as presented in Attachment 2, was completed by Ms. Ethel 
Gabbard, site owner, and by Mr. John Watrous, Staff Scientist for ATC. Answers provided by 
Ms. Gabbard and answers provided by ATC following inspection of the Site identified no 
Recognized Environmental Conditions in relation to the Site or abutting properties. 

Review of Published Governmental Records 

ATC obtained a Real Estate Transaction Screen Report from VISTA Information Solutions, Inc. 
According to the Real Estate Transaction Screen Report, neither the site nor surrounding properties 
appear on any state or federal environmental databases. 

Limited Historical Review 

ATC contacted the East Bernstadt Fire Department to inquire whether the Site or any adjoining 
properties have historically been used for industrial use or any use likely to have led to 
contamination of the Site. ATC has received no response from the East Bernstadt Fire Department 
at this time. This information along with any recommendations will be forwarded as it becomes 
available. 

Radon 

ATC received a Radon Report from VISTA Information Solutions, Inc. for Laurel County 
Kentucky. According to the Radon Report, Laurel County had a mean radon level of 1.00 pCi/L 
and falls into Radon Zone 2. Radon Zone 2 comprises areas predicted to have an average indoor 
radon screening potential between 2 pCi/L and 4 pCi/L. Due to the predicted use of the site and the 
radon levels, radon is assumed to be a minimal concern to the site at this time. 

Asbestos 

The site is currently vacant and no debris piles were noted. Therefore, no suspect asbestos 
containing materials were noted on site. 

Transaction Screen Findings and Recommendations 

Based on the review of readily available published lists, f i ~ ,  and maps regarding environmental 
issues, none of the potential environmental issues researched appear to be a concern for the site at 
this time. Thus, the preparation of an Environmental Site Assessment does not appear to be

warranted at this time. However, ATC recommends the two 55-gallon drums be removed and 
properly disposed of.

Additionally, 
the passage of time may result in a change in the environmental characteristics at this site and 
surrounding properties. This report is not a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (ESA) and 
cannot be relied upon as a formal Phase I ESA document. 

The work performed for this assessment and the data developed are intended as a description of 
available information at the dates and locations given. This report does not warrant against 
future operations or conditions, nor does it warrant operations or conditions present of a type or 
at a location not investigated.
